ritK weather has not yet settled down

monuments.

Rig Flats, Painted Post, Cun' 
isteo and Horncllsv iile.aud caused large ditm 
age to the Erie and Lack aw ah 11 a railroads. 
In Elorida a tornado wrought hav oc ov er a 
large part of the state. 
In Long Branch, N. 
J ., the Presbyterian clin'v d was struck by 
lightning, deslroying the steeple and tearing 
off a part of the roof. 


T h e Court of Appeals sustains a v erdict of 
$25,000 damages against the Delaware, La ck­ 
awanna & Western railroad for cutting off 
Ethel A. Spooner’s foot. 
In 18.84 Ethel, then 
a child of eight years, was playing on the 
railroad track, and accidentally caught her 
foot between the rail and the planking of a 
crossing just as a train came along. 
She 
could not release her foot, but had the pres­ 
ence of mind to lean her body back out of 
the way. 
The v erdict is said to be the larg­ 
est ev er giv en for a foot. 
If the train had 
cut off her head $5,000 would hav e been the 
outside limit. 
This law is wrong, and often 
excites the unjust suspicion that railroads 
prefer to kill rather than hurt. 


Gov . H il l has done as was expected. 
He 
has cut and slashed the appropriations made 
by the Legislature wherev er lie could find an 
excuse, and the effect is a sav ing to the 
treasury for the year of $1,808,550.13. 
The 
most important item v etoed is the Capitol A p­ 
propriation of $373,125. 
lie also cuts $545,- 
612.14 out of the supply bill in 79 items, 
$300,000 for Normal schools, $150,000 for 
armories, $100,000 for the compulsory edu­ 
cation bill, $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 for the woman’s reforma­ 
tory, $63,354.27 awarded by the Board of 
Claims, and $40,000 for the Buffalo institute. 
Albany weeps ov er the loss of the Capitol 
appropriation, and a doz.cn towns will feel 
disappointed because the hoped for Normal 
schools arc lost. 
Plattsburgh, the home of 
Smith M. Weed, is the only one excepted 
from the general slaughter of these schools. 
Some of the v etoes will he approv ed, but a 
great many cut off indispensable allowances 
which will hav e to be passed again. 
After 
another election is ov er the Gov ernor will be 
in a more pliant mood. 


O ne of the bills that Gov . Hill found him­ 
self forced to approv e was the one to abolish 
the office of State Agent for Discharged Con­ 
v icts. 
The Gov ernor liad asked three Leg is­ 
latures for the passage of this bill, and at his 
own request Assemblyman Sheehan rushed 
it through on the last day of the session. lie 
had promised to giv e the office to a Cady 
Democrat of Albany, and thought the aboli­ 
tion of the office would open an easy w a y of 
escape from tliis pledge. 
But when Ed. 
Murphy of Troy came back from the W est 
with fury in his eyes because Futber-in-law 
Delehanty had not been made Superintend­ 
ent of Public Buildings, and bis most help­ 
less dependent, “ Chuck” De Freest, had net 
been prov ided for in the Banking Depart­ 
ment, Hill hastened to placate him by put­ 
ting Michael Conway of the Troy jail into 
the"’v ery office that had just been legislated 
out of existence by his own request,

Mr. Conway will proceed to draw 
a salary of $3,500 a year for disbursing $4,000 
among the conv icts. 
Ho is the only man in 
the state who receiv es 87* cents on the dollar 
i for paying out money.

T he Court of Appeals sustains a verdict of 
$25,000 damages against the Delaware, Lack - 
awanna & Western railroad for cutting off 
Ethel A. Spooner’s foot. In 1884 Ethel, then 
a child of eight years, was playing on the 
railroad track, and accidentally caught her 
foot between the rail and the planking of a 
crossing just as a train came along. She 
could not release her foot, but had the pres­ 
ence of mind to lean her body back out of 
the way. The verdict is said to be the larg­ 
est ever given for a foot. If the train had 
cut off her head $5,000 would have been the 
outside limit. This law is wrong, and often 
excites the unjust suspicion that railroads 
prefer to kill rather than hurt. 
Gov. IIili, has done as was expected. He 
has cut and slashed the appropriations made 
by the Legislature wherever he could find an 
excuse, and the effect is a saving to the 
treasury for the year of $1,808,550.13. The 
most important item vetoed is the Capitol Ap­ 
propriation of $372,125.

Albany weeps over the loss of the Capitol 
appropriation, and a dozen towns will feel 
disappointed because the hoped for Normal 
schools are lost. Plattsburgh, the home of 
Smith M. Weed, is the only ODe excepted 
from the general slaughter of these schools. 
Some of the vetoes will be approved, but a 
great many cut off indispensable allowances 
which will have to be passed again. Aiter 
another election is over the Governor will be 
in a more pliant mood. 


O n e of the bills I hat Gov. Hill found him­ 
self forced to appro ve was the ODe to abolish 
Ihe office of State Agent for Discharged Con­ 
victs. The Governor had asked three Legis­ 
latures for the passage of this bill, and at his 
own request Assemblyman Sheehan rushed 
it through on the last day of the session. He 
liad promised to give the office to a Cady 
Democrat of Albany, and thought the aboli­ 
tion of the office would open an easy way of 
escape from this pledge. But when Ed. 
Murphy of Troy came back from the W est 
with fury in his eyes because Father-in-law 
Delebanty had not been made Superintend­ 
ent of Public Buildings, and his most help 


l e s s dependent, “Chuck” De Freest, had net 
been provided for iu the Banking Depart­ 
ment, Hill hastened to placate him by put­ 
ting Michael Conway of the Troy jail into 
the very office that had just been legislated 
out of existence by his own request.

WORS E THAN NEPOTIS M. 


T he S u n is horritfbd because Pension Com ­ 
missioner Tanner has given his daughter a 
confidential p osition in his office and a man 
nam ed T anner who is not a relative has also 
a p lace in the Commissioner’s office. 
It is 
equ ally disp leased because acting Land Com­ 
missioner Stone has m ade his own son his 
P rivate Secretary. 
These constitu te the sum 
total of the charges of nep otism against the 
adm inistration up to date, bu t they are suffi­ 
cient to make a Dem ocrat howl. 
The gen­ 
erou s conduct of Dem ocrats towards their 
own relatives during Mr. Cleveland’s term is 
ap p arently forgotten. 
T he fashion was then 
established of ap p ointing 
the 
sons 
and 
dau ghters 
of 
officials 
to 
be 
their 
P rivate 
Secretaries, 
and Cabinet 
Min­ 
isters 
Bayard, 
Lam ar 
and Garland 
honored the p ractice by their examp les, as did 
also a large number of sul>ordinate officers 
and Senators and Rep resentatives in Con­ 
gress. 
Mr. Cleveland was very liberal in 
p roviding p laces for his own and the Folsom 
fam ilies, aud several uew offices and clerk­ 
ship s were established to p rovide for them. 
N ep otism was treated as a virtue rather than 
an offense under the late adm inistration, for 
the p eop le regarded the relatives of the Pres­ 
ident and his wife as resp ectable and honest, 
and hop ed to get good service from them. 
Nep otism was not the m ost serious fault of 
the only Democratic adm inistration in the 
last third of a century. 
W e have before us the record comp iled by 
the Trib u n e last summer of Mr. Cleveland’s 
bad ap p ointm ents. 
T he list includes five ter­ 
ritorial Ju dges, one of w hom he declared in 
a letter 
a 
few 
days afterw ards 
was 
“ m orally and 
p rofessionally unfit,” and 
three 
more 
whom he 
subsequently 
retired 
for misconduct. T he list also in­ 
cludes two murderers, five duelists and three 
rioters, one of w hom was m ade Ju dge of the 
very cou rt that had im p risoned him for six 
weeks. 
Postmasters 
w ere ap p ointed who 
had robl>ed the mails, p ension agents who 
had violated the p ension law s; one p erson got 
an office who had served two terms for 
forgery bu t knew Cleveland p ersonally, and 
others were p rovided w ith p laces who had 
lieen gu ilty of robbery, embezzlement, theft, 
m alfeasance, tap p ing a chu rch till, grand 
larceny, bribery, false p retenses, keep ing 
gam bling and bawdy houses, blackm ailing, 
assau lting women, editing a rogues’ p ap er, 
selling offices and official inform ation, etc. 
Those gu ilty of offenses against the crim inal 
laws num bered 137, w hile 2‘2 more had been 
gu ilty of p olitical crim es, and 59 others be­ 
longed to the crim inal classes. 
The rebels 
were esp ecially favored, three who had re­ 
fused 
to 
have their 
p olitical 
disabili 
ties 
rem oved 
having 
been 
hunted 
u p 
and given 
dip lom atic 
p ositions, 
while 
the m an who wore a scarf-p in made from a 
U nion soldier’s skull and the one w ho hop ed 
“ U nion blood would be deep enough for him 
to sw im in” also got offices. 
But the record 
is tediously long. 
N obody questioned Mr 
Cleveland’s desire to give the country a cred­ 
itable adm inistration, bu t he had to make his 
ap p ointm ents from the Democratic p arty, 
and he used the best m aterial that came to 
hand. 
Give us nep otism in every branch of the 
service, rather than a rep etition of su ch a 
record as this. 
But it is not nep otism for an 
official to select a nu m ber of his own family 
for a confidential p osition. 
The absolute 
necessity of emp loying p ersons for these 
p laces in whom the most im p licit tru st can be 
p laced justifies such ap p ointm ents and causes 
the p eop le to recognize them as necessary. 


NO PURCHAS ED VOTES NEEDED. 


It is som ew hat p ainful to read th at a sp eech w as 
m ade by a Rep ublican m em ber of the New H am p ­ 
shire L egislatu re charging th a t $550 was offered io r 
one vote and $1,200 for tw o votes for Hon. Wm. E. 
C handler. 
But there is 
alw ays this consoling 
th o u g h t, th a t his heart beats w arm ly for the South 
era negro as a Rep ublican voter . —P ro vid en ce J o u r 
n a l. 
W e hop e the Jo u rn a l 
is not silly enough to 
believe this stuff, thou gh it gives it editorial 
endorsem ent. 
If Mr. C handler had found it 
uecessary to p ay $600 aoiece for votes, he 
would naturally have stop p ed when he had 
secu red a m ajority, for he is Dot a rich man 
B u t in the caucus he received 125 votes 
while only 52 were cast against him. Eighty 
nine votes would have sufficed for him as 
well as 125. 
If he bou ght 36 sup erfluous 
votes be must have throw n away abou t 
$20,000, or the entire salary of the office for 
fou r years. 
Mr. C handler was never taken 
for a fool before, and in this instance a mis 
take was made by that “ Rep ublican mem 
h er.” 


POLITICS IN CONNECTICUT. 


T h e T roy Press, w hich u nder its p resent 
m anagem ent has an occasional Dem ocratic 
day, is in distress over the Connecticut sys­ 
tem of rep resentation, w hich sometimes gives 
the control of the Legislatu re to the Rep u b­ 
licans when the Dem ocrats are able to show 
a m ajority of the p op u lar vote. 
This being 
the case, the distress is increased by the fact 
that state officers are requ ired to have a m a­ 
jority of the whole, or else their election 
m u st br transferred to the Legislature. 
It 
hap p ened last fall in the vote for Governor 
that Bulkeley, Rep ublican, had 73,659 votes 
for Governor, Morris, Dem ocrat, 75,054, and 
Cam p , Prohibitionist. 4,631. 
Hence nobody 
received a p lurality and the election was de­ 
term ined by the L egislatu re, which chose 
B u lkeley. 
To the D em ocratic mind this 
seems u nfair and u nju st, bu t the Rep ublicans 
will m ake no effort to change the constitu ­ 
tion. 
T he little advantage it gives to them 
they p rop ose to retain. 
Ls this justifiable ? 
A glance at the elec­ 
tion figures will satisfy any candid mind th at 
it is. 
T he Dem ocratic m ajorities are not 
gained throu gh the votes of the citizens of 
the state, bu t throu gh colonization from 
N ew Y ork and the usual m ethods of frau d 
practiced by Democrats of the metrop olis. 
The tw o co unties mo st convenient to New 
Yo rk are Fairfield and New Haven, and in 
these the colonists p u t in their work. 
T he 
to tal v o te o f Fairfield cou nty last fall was 
30,220, and it gave a Dem ocratic m ajority. 
The po pulatio n o f Fairfield is 112,044, hence 
o ne v o te was cast fo r ev ery 3.7 members of 
the po pulatio n. In New H aven county the 
v o te was 4 1,216 aud the p op u lation 156,520. 
This was o ne v o te fo r ev ery 3.8 members o f 
the po pulatio n. 
N o w lo o k at Windham 
co unty in the no rtheast co rner o f the state 
and the lo cality mo st remo te fro m New 


Y ork. 
There the vote was 7,283 and the 
p op ulation 43,857. 
One vote was cast for 
every 6.02 members of the p op ulation. Here 
the Rep ublican m ajority was over 1,000. 
New London county, though lying on the 
Sound, is less convenient to New York than 
Fairfield and New H aven, hence we find that 
only one vote was cast for each five mem­ 
bers of the p op ulation. 
About the same ra ­ 
tio p revails in Tolland, Litchfield, H artford 
and Middlesex counties. 
The only counties 
in the state that gave Dem ocratic m ajorities 
were Fairfield and New Haven. 
In the city 
of Norwalk, the most accessible p oint from 
New York, the vote was 3,658 and the p op u ­ 
lation 7,560. 
T here is no town in Connecti­ 
cu t where one-half the actu al inhabitants are 
voters. 
Connecticut, like N ew Y ork, ap p ears to lie 
am p ly justified by these facts in keep ing its 
Legislature Rep ublican. 
It is the only gu ar­ 
antee of the p eop le that their governm ent 
shall not be wrested from them and taken 
u u der the absolute control of the criminal 
classes from New Y ork. 


BLAINE AND BAYARD.

If Secretary B1 tine has succeeded where 
Secretary Bayard failed, it is p robably not 
because he has a better understanding of the 
Samoan affair or of Am erican rights. 
If he 
has p rocured a p rom p t recognition of those 
rights from a qu arter where they were re- 
arded contem p tuously a few months ago, 
that is due to his character and rep utation 
and to the character of his p olitical connec­ 
tions. 
Jam es G. Rlaiue is a man of great force 
and p ersistency. 
He has, in addition, the 
rep utation of an extrem ely p atriotic A m eri­ 
can—one whose Am erican symp athies and 
p references are intense. In Europ e this rep u ­ 
tation is understood. There he is also believed 
to be an aggressive, determ ined man, who 
w ithou t reference to the im m ediate naval re­ 
sources of the United Slates, would choose 
war before dishonor to his country. 
In their 
dealings with Secretary Bayard, on the other 
hand, foreign governm ents evidently discov­ 
ered that they were in contact with a p erson 
of weaker fiber. 
The rep utations of the two 
statesmen affected differently the dip lom atic 
fortunes of their country. 
But Blaine’s chief advantage was in the 
fact that he is a Rep ublican, ju st as B ayard’s 
m isfortune sp rang largely from the fact that 
he is a Democrat. 
Foreign countries resp ect 
the Rep ublican p arty, and a citizen who 
stands for this p arty also commands their re­ 
sp ect. 
Tin v have a different sentim ent to­ 
wards the Dem ocratic p arty and its rep resent­ 
atives. 
Their dip lom atists do not u nderstand 
bow a p arty the m ajority of whose brainiest 
men engaged fou r years in a tremendous 
effort to destroy this nation, can vigorously 
rep resent its interests or its most p atriotic ele­ 
ments. 
W hen the Dem ocratic p arty came 
into p ower, they concluded that American 
energy and aggressiveness were p rep aring for 
a short sleep ; when that p arty, after fou r 
years of ascendency, was retired, Bismarck 
Salisbury and other Europ ean p oliticians p er 
ceived that the Am erican p eop le were again 
awake. 
Blaine is m ighty in himself, but 
m ightier in w hat be rep resents; Bayard was 
weak in him self, bu t weaker in that he rep re­ 
sented the Dem ocratic p arty.

T he Sun is horritfbd because Pension Com ­ 
m issioner Tanner has given his (laughter n 


confidential position in his office and a man 
Darned Tanner w ho is not a relative has aUo 
a place in the Com m issioner’s office. 
It is 


equally displeased because acting Land Com ­ 
missioner Stoue has made his ow n son his 
Private Secretary. 
These constitute the sum 
total of the charges of nepotism against the 
adm inistration up to date. but they are suffi­ 
cient to make a Dem ocrat hon I. 
T he gen ­ 


erous conduct of Dem ocrats towards their 
ow n relatives during Mr. Cleveland’s term is 
apparently forgotten. 
T he fashion was then 
established of 
appointing the 
sons 
and 
daughters 
of 
officials 
to 
be their 


Private 
Secretaries, 
and Cabinet 
Min­ 
isters 
Bayard, 
Lamar 
and Garland 
honored the practice by their exam ples, as did 
also a large num lx r of sul«ordinate officers 
and Senators and Kepretentatives in Con 
gross. 
Mr. C leveland was very 
liberal 
in 


providing places for his ow n and the Folsom 


fam ilies, aud several new offices and clerk­ 
ships were established to provide for them . 
N epotism was treated as a virtue rather than 
an offense under the late adm inistration, for 
the people regarded the relatives of the Pres­ 
ident and his w ife as respectable and honest, 


and hoped to get good service from them . 
N epotism was not the most serious fault of 
the only Dem ocratic adm inistration in 
the 
last third of a century. 
W e have before us the record com piled by 
the Tribune la-t summer of Mr. Cleveland's 


bad appointm ents. 
T he list includes five ter­ 
ritorial Judges, one of whom he declared in 
a letter 
n 
few 
days 
afterwards 
was 


“ m orally and 
professionally unfit,” and 
three 
more 
whom 
he 
subsequently 
retired for m isconduct. 
T he list abo in­ 


cludes tw o murderers, five duelists and three 
rioters, one of w hom was made Jud ge o f the 
very court that had imprisoned him for six 
weeks. 
Postm asters 
were appointed who 
had roblied the mails, pension agents who 
had violated the pension laws; one person got 
nn 
office who had served tw o terms for 
forgery but knew Cleveland personally, and 
others were provided with places w ho had 
Iren guilty of roblicry, cm liezzlcm ent, theft, 
m alfeasance, tapping a church till, grand 


larceny, briltery, 
false pretenses, 
keeping 
gam bling and baw dy houses, blackm ailing, 
assaulting wom en, editing a rogues’ paper, 
selling offices and official inform ation, etc. 
Those guilty o f offenses against the crim inal 
law s numbered UT, w hile 22 more had been 
guilty o f political crim es, and o9 others be­ 
longed to the crim inal classes. 
T he rebels 
were especially favored, three w ho had re 
fused 
to 
have their 
political 
disabili­ 
ties 
rem oved 
having 
liecn 
bunted 
up 
and 
given 
diplom atic 
positions, 
w hile 
the man w ho wore a scarf pin made from a 
Union soldier’s skull and the one w ho hoped 
“ Union blood w ould la* d eepcnough for him 
to sw im in" also got offices. 
But the record 
is tediously long. 
N obody questioned Mr 
C leveland's desire to give the country a Creal 
liable adm inistration, but he had to make his 
appointm ents from the 
Dem ocratic party 
and he used the best material that cam e to 


hand. 
Give us nepotism in every branch o f the 
service, rather than n repetition o f such n 
record as this. 
But it is not nepotism for un 
official to select a num ber o f his ow n fam ily 
for a confidential 
position. 
T he absolute 


necessity o f em ploying |iersons for these 
places in w hom the most im plicit trust can be 
placed justifies such appointm ents and cause 
the people to recognize them as necessary. 


NO PURCHASED VOTES NEEDED.

W e hope the Jou rn al is not silly enough to 
believe this stuff, though it gives it editorial 
endorsem ent. 
If Mr. ('handler bad found it 
necessary to pay $600 apiece for votes, he 


w ould naturally have s lo p e d when he had 
secured a m ajority, for he is Dot a rich man 
B ut in the caucus he received 125 votes 
w hile only 52 were cast against him . E ighty 
nine votes w ould have sufficed for him as 
w ell as 125. 
If he bought 36 superfluous 
votes he 
must have thrown aw ay aliout 
$20,000, or the entire salary of the office for 
four years. 
Mr. Chandler was never taken 
for a fool before, and in this instance a mis 
take was made by that “ Republican mom 


ber.” 


POLITICS IN CONNECTICUT. 


T he T roy Press, which under its present 
m anagem ent has an occasional D em ocratic 
day, is in distress over the Connecticut ays 
tem of representation, w hich som etim es gives 
the control of the Legislature to the R epub­ 
lican* when the Dem ocrats are able to show 
a m ajority of the popular vote. 
T h is being 
the case, the distress is increased by the fuel 
that state officers are required to have a ma 
jority o f the w hole, or else their election 
m ust lx transferred to the Legislature. 
It 
happened last fall in the vote for Governor 
that B ulkeley, Republican, had 73,659 votes 
for Governor, Morris, Dem ocrat, 75,054, and 
Cam p, Prohibitionist. 4,631. 
H ence nobody 
received a plurality and the election w as de 
term ined by the Legislature, w hich 
chose 
B ulkeley. 
T o the 
Dem ocratic m ind this 
seem s unfair and unjust, but the R epublicans 


w ill m ake no effort to change the constitu­ 
tion. 
T he little advantage it gives to them 
they propost* to retain. 
Is this justifiable ? 
A glance at the elec­ 
tion figures w ill satisfy any candid m ind that 
it is. 
T he D em ocratic m ajorities are not 
gained through the votes o f the citizens of 
the state, but through colonization from 
New York and the usual m ethods o f fraud 
practiced by D em ocrats o f the m etropolis. 
The two counties most convenient to N ew 
York are Fairfield and N ew H aven, and in 
these the colonists put in their work. 
T he 
total vote of Fairfield county last fall was 
30,226, and it gave a Dem ocratic m ajority. 
The population o f Fairfield is 112,044, hence 
one vote was cast for every 3 7 m embers of 
th" population. 
In N ew H aven county the 
vote was 41,216 aud the population 156,526. 
Tbla was one vote for every 3.3 members of 
the population. 
Now look at Windham 
county in the northeast corner of the state 
nod the locality most remote from New 


York. 
There the vote was 7,283 and the 
population 43,857. 
One 
vote was cast for 
every 6.02 members of the population. 
Here 
the Republican 
m ajority was over 1,000. 
N ew London county, though lying on the 
Sound, is less convenient to N ew York than 
Fairfield and N ew H aven, lienee we find that 
only one vote was cast for each five m em ­ 
bers o f the population. 
A bout the same ra­ 
tio prevails in Tolland, Litchfield, Hartford 
and M iddlesex counties. 
T he only counties 
in the state that gave D em ocratic m ajorities 
were Fairfield and N ew H aven. 
In the city 
of N orw alk, the most accessible point from 
N ew York, the vote was 8,658 and the popu­ 
lation 7,560. 
T here is no tow n in C onnecti­ 
cut where one half the actual inhabitants are 
voters. 


Connecticut, like N ew Y ork, appears to lie 


am ply justified by these facts in keeping its 
Legislature Republican. 
It is the only guar­ 
antee o f the ptople that their governm ent 


shall not be wrested from them and taken 
under the absolute control o f the criminal 
classes from N ew York. 


B LA IN E AND BAYARD.

If Secretary Blaine has succeeded where 
Secretary Bayard failed, 
it is probably not 
because he has a better understanding of the 
Sam oan affair or o f Am erican rights. 
If he 
has procured a prompt recognition c f those 
rights from a quarter where they were te- 
gariled contem ptuously a few months ago, 
that is due to his character and reputation 
and to the character of his political connec­ 
tions. 
Jam es G. Blaine is a man of great force 
ami persistency. 
Ile has, in addition, the 
reputation of an extrem ely patriotic Anteri 
can— one whose Am erican sym pathies and 
preferences arc intense. In Europe this repu­ 
tation is understood. There he is also lielievcd 
to be an aggressive, determ ined man, who 
without reference to the im m ediate naval re 
sources of the United States, w ould choose 
war before dishonor to his country. 
In their 
dealings w ith Secretary Bayard, on the other 
hand, foreign governm ents evidently discov­ 
ered that they were in contact w ith a [a rson 
of weaker fiber. 
The reputations of the tw o 
statesmen affected differently the diplom atic 
fortunes of their country. 
Bu* Blaine’s chief advantage was in the 
fact that he is a Republican, just as Bayard’s 
m isfortune sprang largely from the fact that 
he is a Dem ocrat. 
Foreign countries respect 
the Republican party, and a citizen w ho 
stands for this party also com m ands their re­ 
spect. 
T in y have n different sentim ent to­ 
wards the Dem ocratic party and its represent­ 
atives. 
Their diplom atists do not understand 
how a party the m ajority o f w hose brainiest 
men engaged four years in a tremendous 
effort to destroy this nation, can vigorously 
represent its interests or its most patriotic ele­ 
ments. 
W hen the D em ocratic party came 
into power, they concluded that Am erican 
energy and aggressiveness were preparing for 
a short sleep: when that party, after four 
years o f ascendency, was retired, Bism arck, 
Salisbury and other European politicians jx t - 
ceived that the Am erican people were again 
awake. 
Blaine is m ighty 
in him self, but 
m ightier in what he represent*; Bayard was 
weak in him self, but weaker in that he repre­ 
sented the Dem ocratic party.

The Sun is taorritfbd because Pension Com­ 
missioner Tanner has given his daughter n 
confidential position in his office and a man 
named Tanner who is Dot a relative has also 
a place in the Commissioner’s office. 
It is 
equally displeased because acting Land Com­ 
missioner Stone has made liis own son his 
Private Secretary. 
These constitute the sum 
total of the charges of nepotism against the 
adm inistration up to date, but they are suffi­ 
cient to make a Democrat howl. 
The gen­ 
erous conduct of Democrats towards their 
own relatives during Mr. Cleveland’s term is 
apparently forgotten. 
The fashion was then 
established of 
appointing the 
sons 
and 
daughters 
of 
officials to 
be their 
Private 
Secretaries, 
and Cabinet 
Min­ 
isters 
Bayard, 
Lam ar 
and Garland 
honored the practice by their examples, asdic! 
also a large num ber of sul>ordinate officers 
and Senators and Representatives in Con 
gress. 
Mr. Cleveland was very liberal in 
providing places for his own and the Folsom 
families, and several new offices and clerk­ 
ships were established to provide for them. 
Nepotism was treated as a virtue rather than 
an offense under the late adm inistration, for 
the people regarded the relatives of the Pres­ 
ident and his wife as respectable and honest, 
and hoped to get good service from them. 
Nepotism was not the most serious fault of 
the only Democratic adm inistration in the 
last third of a century. 
W e have before us the record compiled by 
the Tribune last summer of Mr. Cleveland’s 
bad appointments. 
The list includes five ter­ 
ritorial Judges, one of w hom he declared in 
a letter 
a 
few 
clays 
afterw ards 
was 
“ morally and 
professionally unfit,” and 
three 
more 
whom

subsequently 
retired for m isconduct. The list abo in­ 
cludes two murderers, five duelists and three 
rioters, one of w hom was made Judge of the 
very court that had imprisoned him for six 
weeks. 
Postmasters were appointed who 
had roblied the mails, pension agents who 
had violated the pension laws; one jierson got 
an office who had served two terms for 
forgery but knew Cleveland personally, and 
others were provided w ith places who had 
lieen guilty of robbery, embezzlement, theft, 
malfeasance, tapping a church till, grand 
larceny, bribery, false pretenses, keeping 
gam bling and bawdy houses, blackmailin 
assaulting women, editing a rogues’ paper, 
selling offices and official inform ation, etc. 
Those guilty of offenses against the criminal 
laws num bered 137, while 22 more had been 
guilty of political crimes, and 59 others be 
longed to the crim inal classes.

to 
have their 
political 
disabili­ 
ties 
removed 
having 
been 
hunted 
up 
and 
given 
diplom atic 
positions, 
while 
the roan who wore a scarf-pin made from a 
Union soldier’s skull and the one w ho hoped 
“ Union blood would be deep enough for him 
to swim in” also got offices. 
But the record 
is tediously long. 
Nobody questioned Mr 
Cleveland's desire to give the country a cred 
itable administration, but he had to make his 
appointm ents from the Democratic party, 
and he used the best material that came to 
hand. 
Give us nepotism in every branch of the 
service, rather than a repetition of such a 
record as this. 
But it is not nepotism for an 
official to select a num ber of his own family 
for a confidential position. 
The absolute 
necessity of employing persons for these 
places in whom the most im plicit trust can be 
placed justifies such appointm ents and causes 
the people to recognize them as necessary 


York. 
There the vote was 7,283 and the 
population 43,857.

BLAINE AND BAYARD. 


P o in ts o f D ifferen ce in th e T w o S ta tesm en — 
A nd A lso in th e P a r ties H eh in d T h em . 
[From the Syracuse Standard.1 
If Secretary Blaine 1ms succeeded where 
Secretary Bayard failed, it is probably not 
because be lias a better understanding of the 
Samoan affair or of American rights. 
If he 
has procured a prom pt recognition of those 
rights from a quarter where they were re- 
arded contem ptuously a few months ago, 
that is due to his character and reputation 
and to the character of his political connec 
tions. 
Jam es G. Blaine is a man of great force 
and persistency. 
He has, in addition, the 
reputation of an extremely patriotic Ameri 
can—one whose American sympathies and 
preferences are intense. In Europe this repu­ 
tation is understood. There lie is also lielieved 
to be an aggressive, determined roan, who 
without reiference to the immediate naval re­ 
sources of the United States, would choose 
war before dishonor to his country. 
In their 
dealings with Secretary Bayard, on the other 
hand, foreign governm ents evidently discov­ 
ered that thev were in contact with a person 
of weaker fiber. 
The reputations of the two 
statesmen affected differently the diplomatic 
fortunes of their country. 
Bu» Blaine’s chief advantage was in the 
fact that he is a Republican, just as B ayard’s 
misfortune sprang largely from the fact that 
he is a Democrat. 
Foreign countries respect 
the Republican party, and a citizen who 
stands for this party also commands their re­ 
spect. 
They have a different sentim ent to 
wards the Democratic party and its represent­ 
atives.

NO PURCHASED VOTES NEEDED. 


POLITICS IN CONNECTICUT. 


The Troy Press, which under its present 
m anagement has an occasional Democratic 
day, is in distress over the Connecticut sys 
tem of representation, which sometimes gives 
the control of the Legislature to the Repub­ 
licans when the Democrats are able to show 
a m ajority of the popular vote. 
This being 
the case, the distress is increased by the fact 
that state officers arc required to have a ma­ 
jority of the whole, or else their election 
m ust be transferred to the Legislature. 
It 
linppened last fall in the vote for Governor 
that Bulkeley, Republican, had 73,659 votes 
for Governor, Morris, Democrat, 75,054, and 
Camp, Prohibitionist, 4,631. 
Hence nobody 
received a plurality and the election was de­ 
term ined by the Legislature, which chose 
Bulkeley. 
T o the Dem ocratic m ind this 
seems unfair and unjust, but the Republicans 
will make no effort to change the constitu­ 
tion. 
The little advantage it gives to them 
they propose to retain. 
Is this justifiable ? 
A glance at the elec­ 
tion figures will satisfy any candid mind that 
it is. 
The Dem ocratic m ajorities are not 
gained through the votes of the citizens of 
the state, but through colonization from 
N ew York and the usual m ethods of fraud 
practiced by Democrats of the metropolis. 
The two counties m ost convenient to New 
Y ork are Fairfield and New Haven, and in 
these the colonists put in their work. 
The 
total vote of Fairfield county last fall was 
30,826, and it gave a Democratic majority.

The 
catalo gue begins with a preface by tbe dis­ 
tinguished critic Albert Wo liT, who makes 
the co mprehensiv e assertio n that he has 
nev er seen a gallery the en semb le o f which 
I'iadca better appearance than that o f M. Se 
Cretan, 
He adds that “ if all the masters are 
there, they arc also represented by superio r 
wo rks.” He then pro ceeds to mentio n so me 
o f the chief masterpieces, adding zest to the 
enumeratio n by little no tes o f critical co m 
mcnt, mingled with bits o f anecdo te and per­ 
so nal reminiscence.

The English catalogue of the famous collec­ 
tion of paintings by old and modern musters, 
owned by M. Secretan, which will be sold at 
auction at the galleries of Charles Sedclmeyer 
in Paris beginning on Monday, July 1, is a» 
imposing and handsome volume, worthy of 
the art treasures to which it gives an intro 
(luctioD. A rapid glance over its broad pages 
will impart a more vivid idea of the variety, 
value and interest of this remarkable gallery 
chan a perusal of columns of general descrip­ 
tion. No attempt, has been made to repro­ 
duce all or even all the most famous 
pictures in^ the collection, but one or 
more specimens of almost every artist 
are printed in various styles of photogravure, 
and when there is no reproduction there is a 
full printed description, giving the size of (he 
canvas, the main outlines of the design, the 
position of the signature, the date. etc. The 
catalogue begins with a preface by the dis­ 
tinguished critic Albert Wolff, who makes 
the comprehensive assertion that he has 
'never seen a gallery tile ensemble of which 
ciado a better appearance than that of M. Se­ 
cretan,’ fie adds that “if all the masters are 
liter*-. ihev arc also represented by superior 
works.” He then proceeds to mention some 
of the chief masterpieces, adding zest to the 
enumeration by little notes of critical com­ 
ment, mingled with hits of anecdote and per­ 
sonal reminiscence. The first half of the 
book is devoted to the modern and the last to 
the old masters. Among those who are most 
copiously illustrated are Diaz, Corot, Meis- 
sonier, Millet, and Franz Hals, hut, as has 
been intimated, there are examples of almost 
all the famous names. The reproductions, 
although they can only suggest the possibili­ 
ties of the original, and even that imperfect­ 
ly, are well done of their kind, and will be of 
great service to amateurs of limited acquaint­ 
ance with the treasures of European art gal­ 
leries. 
In a few days the managers of the National 
Museum at Washington will have the satis­ 
faction of opening to the public the first and 
only exhibition of forestry as a separate de­ 
partment presented in any of the great muse­ 
ums of the world. It has been a hobby of 
Professor Goode's to leave no branch of hu­ 
man industry and invention untouched in his 
collection, and to this end Dr. Fernow, the 
Chief of the Forestry Division of the Agri­ 
cultural Department, was named among sev­ 
eral new curators of the museum some time 
ago. Ho has labored zealously to procure 
materials for a creditable exhibition with the 
small financial margin at his disposal. One 
of the objects of interest is a series of 
27 photographs showing the effects of defor­ 
estation in France, and the means used there 
Tor restoring the forests and the defence of 
the country against tloods. 
The greatest 
damage was done just 100 years ago, when 
the common people, stimulated to ail sorts of 
extravagance by their new sense of freedom, 
felled trees on the preserves of the nobility 
with reckless disregard of the possible needs 
of posterity. Through the greater part of a 
century since then, private enterprise, and 
lately the Government also, have been striv­ 
ing to undo the harm wrought in the era of 
revolutionary license. The story is concisely 
told in two tablets, printed in large type, and 
hung against the wall with the pictures, and 
conveys a timely warning.
